In a stir­ 
ring denunciation of mob rule and a 
plea to all Americans “to make nn 
end o f'th is disgraceful evil,” he de­ 
clared that any man who so much as 
countenanced mob violence is a be­ 
trayer of American 
democracy and 
“adopts standards of enemies of his 
country who he affects to despise.” 
The President’s statement, addressed 
to “my fellow countrymen” was in­ 
spired by the numerous lynching» of 
which suspected pro-Germans were 
C.e victims. 
What the President said, epitom­ 
ized: 
“Any man who does not reverence 
and obey laws of our own beloved 
land has adopted the standards of the 
enemies of his country. 
“Germany 
has 
outlawed 
herself 
among the nations because she has 
made lynchers of her armies. 
“We proudly claim to be the cham­ 
pions of democracy; if we really'are' 
let us see to it that we do not dis­ 
credit our own. 
“Every mob contributes to German 
lies about the United Stater ”

The three most important

the public. The rulings on sugar and 
flour remain the same as for some 


days. 
Retail r$ must not make more 
then one cent a pound on sugar and 
not more than 15 cents a Sack on 
flour. 
Sugar sales to any one family 
during the month must not exceed 
three pounds per month to each mem­ 
ber of the fomily and not more than 
two pounds may be secured at any 
one time by a family. 
In 
future 
every purchaser of sugar must sign 
his or her name to the order kept by 
the grocer, a copy of 
which 
the 
grocer must file every week with the 
county food administrator. 
Here is the law regarding sales of 
12-ounce loaves of bread: 
The retailer is to pay the baker 7 
cents per loaf. 
The retailer in turn 
may sell it over the counter for cash 
for 8 cents, but when he delivers the 
bread at the home and charges the 
account he may charge 9 cents per

Drive Against Soissons and Fere-En 
Tardenners Progresses 


(International News Service.) 
The great German pivotal position at Oulchy-Le-Chateau, the 
chef bant ion defending the German center between the Aisne and 
Marne rivers, is now in the hands of the allies, and the Franco- 
American forces are pushing on eastward to the German supply 
base at Fere-En-Tardenners. 
% 
^ 
Further north, YilJementoire was recaptured late Thursday 
in a brilliant storm attack. By extending their lines in the Ville- 
mentoire-Oulchy-Le-Chateau sector, the allies have further in­ 
creased their double encircling movement against Soissons south 
and Fere-En-Tardenners on the northeast. 
At one point 
the 
Franco-American troops are only a fraction over three miles from 
this position. 
_ 
.While the allies' most important gains from a military stand­ 
point have been made north of the Ourcq, the largest captures 
have been made northeast of Chateau Thierry. 
On the eastern 
flank in the west the allies have made further advances south­ 
west of Rheims. 
The British and the forces fighting with them pressed on to 
Hill 204, five miles from Rheims, where they encountered over­ 
whelming numbers of Germans. 
There have been no overnight developments, despite the ru­ 
mor current in London yesterday that the British lunged forward 
sout hof the Rheims-Fiemes raiyway, menacing the German arm­ 
ies between the Aisne and Marne rivers with capture. However, 
the British have done splendid work in that sector. 
The maximum advance along the 55-mik front is approxi­ 
mately 11 miles. South of Soissons the allies have pushed their 
lines forward from 6 to 8 miles. East of Chateau Thierry the al­ 
lied gain reaches from 4 to 6 BÜM. 
Went and southwest of 
Rheims the allies are from 2 to 5 miles west of their old lines, 
md h(ive narrowed the base of the German salient to about 20 
to 21 miles.

Paris, July 26.—Vainly and at the cost of tremendous sacri­ 
fices the Germans are trying to stem the allied advance between 
the Aisne, the Marne and Rheims. 
So violent was the cannonading in the latest burst of fighting 
north of the Marne that the thunder of the guns was plainly 
heard in this city, more than 55 miles away. 
The position of the Germans in the Aisne-Marne salient be- 
omes more and more precarious daily. 
By driving in further 
m the flanks the allies have decreased the base wedge until it is 
now only about 20 miles across. 
Oulchy-La-Villero, one mile* 
north west of Oulchy-Le-Chateau, has been taken from the Ger­ 
mans. South of this region the French and Americans have cap­ 
tured Hill No. 141 and have forced a crossing of Nanteuil creek.

London, July 26.—Protected by a barrage fire, the Germans 
attacked the British positions in the Hebuterne sector last night, 
but were driven off, the war office announced today. This morn­ 
ing the Germans delivered an attack further north in the district 
of Met eren, but were again repulsed.

Washington, July 26.—The advance of the American troops 
between the Ourcq and the Marne is still unchecked, according 
to the communique of Gen. Pershing made public today.

the French war office announced. At Villemontoire, the French 
captured 200 prisoners and 20 machine guns. South of the Ourcq 
a few hundred more prisoners were captured.

taxicab operator. There has been no 
end and no limit to the excessive and 
extravagant advancing of prices. 
It is not the purpose of the Duily,

it seems, of every American com­ 
munity that suddenly gets a place in 
the financial sun.

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MORGAN COUNTY FAILS 
IN THE HOUR OF CRISIS. 
Crop statistics for Morgan coun­ 
ty, compiled by a representative of 
the federal government and publish­ 
ed in today’s Daily under the signa­ 
ture of Ernest Carnes, county agent, 
are a rather sad indictment of the 
patriotism of the county. 
In the na­ 
tion’s hour of crisis, with the neces­ 
sity of winning 
the war 
glaringly 
apparent, and with the food admin­ 
istration crying for the growing of 
larger food crops, the tell-tale figures 
convict the Morgan county farmers 
of having planted a largely increas­ 
ed acreage of cotton over last year 
and a considerably reduced acreage 
of com. The only bright spot in the 
entire report is that more wheat and 
oats were sown for 1918 than for 
1917. To heap up the cup of misery 
the bumper cotton crop has been at­ 
tempted in the face of a scarcity of 
labor and despite the fact that one 
man can cultivate anu harvest many 
more acres of com than of cotton. 
The report makes it plain that the

ECONOMY IN GOOD ROADS. 
(Atlantft Constitution.) 
At its m ent meeting in Chicago 
the United States Chamber of Com­ 
merce adopted a resolution that the 
government, through 
the President 
and the director-general of railroads, 
be petitioned, among other things, to 
“complete trunk highways for heavy 
traffic where .they can be used in re­ 
lieving railroad congestion.” 
Note 
the 
phrase 
“heavy 
traffic”—which 
calls, not merely for graded highway 
rights of way, but for herd surface, 
cement, asphalt or 
brick 
roadbeds 
capable of sustaining 
the heaviest 
trucks and dependable in all sorts of 
Weather. 
The day is coming—in fact, it is 
here—when such highways 
are al­ 
most an absolute necessity. In some 
sections of the country, due to rail­ 
road inadequacy to meet the traffic 
demands, paved cross-country 
high­ 
ways are indispensable to commerce 
and community prosperity’. 
No, white we xpc building roads, 
;et us build them, not for today, but 
for rite days to come. . It will be 
cheaper in the long run, and vastly 
more satisfactory 
from the “word 
go.’ ” 
The dollars-and-cents saving, and 
the time economy, in hard surface 
roads were clearly demonstrated by 
Northern motor truck firm in a 
practical test completed a short time 
ago when a consignment 
of heavy 
merchandise was 
moved 
overland 
from Detroit, Mich., to Toledo, O. 
“The total pay load carried by a 
four-ton truck and two trailers was 
twelve tons,” says Automobile Top­ 
ics in discussing the trip. 
“The load 
was distributed 
as follows: 
Two 
tons on the truck, six tons on a five- 
ton trailer and four tons on a three- 
ton trailer. 
The trip was made in 
eight and a half hours over forty- 
eight miles of cement 
and asphalt 
ami twelve miles of dirt road. 
Al­ 
most exactly as much time lyas re­ 
quired to travel over the dirt road 
as over the cement, because 
there 
was no foundation to the road and 
)>oth the trailer and 
trucks 
sank. 
Three-quarters of oil 
and 
twenty- 
gallons of gasoline were used on the 
trip.” 
t 
The real pith of the “argument” 
lies in the fact that almost as much 
time- and, of course, more oil and 
gas— was consumed 
in 
traveling 
twelve miles of dirt road as was re­ 
quired to make the forty-eight miles 
over the hard surface highway. 
And again: 
Consider 
the differ­ 
ence in value of the respective types 
of road to the abutting property and 
to the county and the state contain­ 
ing them.
